Boost for Team Transform 
to launch own workshop 


COUNTY Councillors Paul 
Maxwell and John Dyke 
pooled some of their health 
and wellbeing budget to give 
a total of £1,200 to a commu¬ 
nity project based in Crewk- 
eme. 

Warriors in Christ, Team 
Transform led by reformed 
convict and born again Chris¬ 
tian Joey Daniels, is a self- 
support group of people who 
have suffered personal crisis 
of some kind, whether mental 
breakdown or addiction, and 
are in recovery. 

They keep busy and regain 
self- esteem by doing odd jobs 
for free, giving back to their 
community. 

The councillors were told 
that the money will go to¬ 
wards a new workshop which 
the team will be setting up in 
Haselbury next month. This 
will enable them to learn 
basic woodwork skills learned 
by Mr Daniels in prison and to 
build bird boxes and other 
small projects. 

They have been offered a 
100 feet work space which 
will include a patio area and 
small garden for vegetables. 

All they have to do is keep 
it secure and pay for their 
electricity. 

Mr Daniels said it would 
greatly improve their pro¬ 
gramme as during the winter 
and bad weather there had 
often been times when the 
team were not able to find 
enough jobs to keep busy, 
which was important to main¬ 
tain their recovery. 

He hoped that once they 
were settled in, they may 
eventually be able to get a 
tutor and offer NVQ courses.

OIL DISTRIBUTORS CALL TO CUSTOMERS 
TO GET PREPARED FOR COLD WINTER 


OIL distribution industry trade association, FPS (Federation 
of Petroleum Suppliers) is urging homeowners and busi 
nesses who use oil for heating to get themselves prepared for 
winter now as forecasters have warned that a 'big freeze' 
could begin by early December - and we could be facing one 
of the coldest winters for more than a decade. 

The Met Office has already briefed the Government to pre¬ 
pare for a colder than average winter with temperatures ex¬ 
pected to drop significantly at the end of November, at which 
time ice and frost are likely to cause transport problems and 
there will be a significant risk of heavy snow. 

Oil Distributors across the country are urging their cus¬ 
tomers to check their oil levels and oil tanks and not to be 
caught out by the bad weather that is forecast. 

Chief Executive of the FPS, Mark Askew comments: “We 
launched a buy oil early campaign in September in associa¬ 
tion with the Government and Consumer agencies, ACRE 
(Action with Communities in Rural England), Citizens Ad¬ 


vice Bureau and Consumer Focus but many people still 
haven’t heeded our advice. We are urging people not to leave 
it to the last minute when the bad weather has taken hold and 
tanker drivers struggle to get through on roads covered in 
snow or ice. 

Our members remind customers that they should order 
early, but people have got into a pattern of ordering the min¬ 
imum quantity. Customers have had a trend of order¬ 
ing 500 litres and then run out in the middle of the worst 
weather, when tanker drivers just can’t get to them. We are 
trying to educate people to think ahead and be prepared. 

In winter, the UK can also experience shortages of heating 
oil at terminals. Demand is obviously governed by the 
weather and a prolonged cold snap, such as the Met Office 
is forecasting, means that the terminals are unable to provide 
product quickly enough and consumers can run out whilst 
waiting for deliveries as distributors have to go further afield 
to get supplies.”

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£1 million boost for 
county council funds 

SOMERSET County Council has revealed a million pound 
boost after announcing they have raised £9 million through 
selling some of their assets for more than £1 million above 
what was expected. 

The council completed sales on 19 areas of land and prop¬ 
erties over the last year totalling £9,163,000, well above the 
estimated total value of £8,029,000. 

Some of these were auctioned and achieved a higher sun 
than estimated, such as part of the former Chard canal at 
Dowlish Wake which went for £16,000 - £6,000 more than 
expected. 

The council also announced it was on target to deliver sav¬ 
ings of £5 million over the next ten years with further sav¬ 
ings of more than £850,000 per year after that, through its 
office modernisation 'Smart Office' programme. 

Councillor David Huxtable, cabinet member for resources, 
said: “This is excellent news and a credit to our negotiations 
team for achieving an extra million more than expected. 

“The land and properties sold were surplus to our require¬ 
ments and the funds generated from their sale will ensure 
we can build new classrooms for schools which desperately 
need them, new roads for communities who need them and 
support other highway improvements such as new bridges.” 

Council leader John Osman welcomed the investment in 
the Smart Office programme. “This is investing to save at 
its most effective,” he said. 

“These vital improvements will mean we can share office 
space with other parts of the public sector. We will then need 
fewer buildings and will be able to sell surplus buildings to 
generate more income and reduce costs. We are aiming to 
reduce our buildings from 33 to just five, which is ambitious 
but achievable. 

“We have tough decisions to make ahead of us but this 
shows we are looking well into the future to protect frontline 
services where we can.” 

The council announced the results of its land and property 
sales at its full council meeting on Wednesday. Those funds 
will be used to support the county council’s approved capital 
programme which includes new schools, new classrooms, 
bridges and roads. 


Disappointment as Wadham School's 
inspection category remains the same 


WITH new categories laid down 
by Ofsted raising the bar from 
September this year, some 
schools have been left feeling 
their efforts to improve have 
been lost in the changeover. 

Wadham School’s latest report, 
released on December 7th, con¬ 
cluded that the school ’’requires 
improvement” which is a level 
three assessment, the same as 
the term “satisfactory” in their 
report of 2009. 

Behaviour and safety of pupils 
was “good” (close to being 
judged as outstanding) giving 
Wadham School the platform it 
requires to raise achievement 
further for its students. 

One of the Ofsted inspectors 
had been unable to circumnavi¬ 
gate the floods to reach the 
school but the others said that 
Wadham was an improving 
school with a rising trend in 
standards. 

On the plus side the report 
stated the students’ achievement 
had continued to rise in some 
subjects, particularly mathemat¬ 
ics and science, attendance rates 
had risen and systems to iden¬ 
tify, support and track underper¬ 
forming students,were helping 
to close the gap. 

Wadham had not achieved the 
overall rating of good because 
although leadership and man¬ 
agement were improving, it was 


considered not yet good enough 
and there was too much varia¬ 
tion in students’ achievement be¬ 
tween subjects and different 
groups of students. 

The report suggested students 
be challenged more according to 
their level of ability and encour¬ 
aged to work more independ¬ 
ently. 

The report stated: “The sixth 
form requires improvement be¬ 
cause students do not develop 
the skills to learn independently 
and achievement is not yet con¬ 
sistently good. In too many les¬ 
sons teachers do not fully meet 
the needs of all students, includ¬ 
ing disabled students and those 
who have special educational 
needs.” 

However it did acknowledge: 
“Older students in the sixth form 
act as good role models for 
younger students. They take on 
responsibilities and offer advice 
and support to individuals, 
which is particularly appreciated 
by the Year 9 students. 

“The range of subjects has im¬ 
proved since the last inspection 
and is meeting the needs of stu¬ 
dents, including those in the 
sixth form. There is a wider 
choice of academic and voca¬ 
tional courses on offer and effec¬ 
tive guidance is given to 
students.” 

Headteacher David Derbyshire 


was recognised as widely re¬ 
spected and “has secured the full 
support of governors, staff and 
parents in his drive for higher 
standards. Consequently, expec¬ 
tations have risen, improve¬ 
ments have been secured and 
students are achieving more”. 

Mr Derbyshire commented: 
"The new Inspection Framework 
introduced in September 2012 is 
rightly demanding more of 
schools than at our last inspec¬ 
tion. 


“The inspectors have judged 
us to be in the same category as 
last time (satisfactory in 2009, 
now named requires improve¬ 
ment since September). 

“Whilst I am disappointed that 
Wadham has not moved up a 
category, especially in light of 
the GCSE results last summer 
which put us six per cent above 
our previous best, I am pleased 
that inspectors recognised that 
Wadham is an improving school. 

“With the support of all my 


colleagues, students, parents and 
governors I am committed to en¬ 
suring that Wadham progresses 
further in its mission to provide 
the best education for all our 
young people. 

“I would like to praise the ex¬ 
cellent behaviour and support of 
our students and the huge efforts 
of the staff, governors and par¬ 
ents in what has proved to be a 
rigorous process under a new in¬ 
spection regime."

ONE of the biggest chal¬ 
lenges when cooking a 
turkey is the legs take longer 
than the breasts. The breasts 
dry out in the oven while 
you're waiting for the legs to 
cook. I like to push stuffing 
between the turkey's skin and 
breasts, increasing the thick¬ 
ness of the breasts so they 
take the same time to cook as 
the legs. The result? Juicy 
turkey all round! 

Preheat the oven to maxi¬ 
mum. Heat a saucepan until 
medium hot and drop in the 
butter, sage leaves and 6 of 
the pancetta or bacon strips. 
Peel and chop 2 garlic cloves 
and 1 onion. Add the garlic, 
celery and onion to the 
saucepan and fry everything 
gently until soft and golden 
brown. Take the pan off the 
heat, add the breadcrumbs 
and, while the mix is cooling 
down, chop the apricots 
roughly and stir them in.

Slice the remaining strips of 
pancetta or bacon in half and 
slice 1 peeled garlic clove 
into thin slivers. Place a rose¬ 
mary sprig and a garlic sliver 
on one end of a halved strip 
of pancetta and roll it up 
tightly. Repeat with the other 
pieces of pancetta until you 
have 12 little rolls. Stab the 
thighs and drumsticks of the 
turkey in 6 places on each 
side. Push a little pancetta roll 
into each hole until it just

Chop the remaining onions 
in half and slice the carrots 
thickly. Give your turkey a 
good wipe, inside and out, 
with kitchen paper, and place 
it on a board, with the neck 
end towards you. Find the 
edge of the skin that's cover¬ 
ing the turkey's breasts and 
gently peel it back. Work your 
fingers and then your hand 
under the skin, freeing it 
from the meat. If you're care¬ 
ful you should be able to pull 
all the skin away from the 
meat, keeping it attached at 
the sides. Go slowly and try 
not to make any holes! Lift 
the loose skin at the neck 
end and spoon the stuffing 
between the skin and the 
breast, tucking the flap of 
skin underneath to stop any¬ 
thing leaking out. Pop the or¬ 
ange in the microwave for 30 
seconds to warm it up and 
stuff it into the cavity. Weigh 
the stuffed turkey and calcu¬ 
late the cooking time (about 
20 minutes per 500g/1 lb 
2oz). 

Place the bird on a large 
roasting tray, rub it all over 
with olive oil and season well. 
Surround with the chopped 
carrots, onions, remaining 
garlic, cover with tinfoil and 
place in the preheated oven. 
Turn the heat down right 
away to 180°C/350°F/gas 4, 
and roast for the calculated 
time, or until the juices run 
clear from the thigh if you 


pierce with it a knife or a 
skewer. Remove the tinfoil for 
the last 45 minutes to brown 
the bird. Carefully lift the 
turkey out of the tray and rest 
on a board that's covered 
loosely with foil for 20 min¬ 
utes while you finish off the 
veg and gravy. Skim the sur¬ 
face fat from the roasting tray 
and add the flour and stock. 


Place the tray on the hob and 
bring to the boil on a high 
heat. When the gravy starts to 
thicken, strain it into a bowl. 
Carve your turkey, serve with 
the gravy and dig in!

horse racing bob buckler stable 

Buckler delighted with Folly 


THINGS looked grim for Ashbourne 
Folly when the four-year-old pulled 
up in only his second race in a 
bumper at Chepstow in March 2011 
with a near fatal injury. 

Although a spiral fracture of his can¬ 
non bone was diagnosed, owners 
Heather Dunn and Mr and Mrs Collier 
decided to give their charge a chance 
and nursed him back to health. 

Over 600 days later their faith was 
rewarded when he not only returned 
to the racetrack but also returned fol¬ 
lowing the race in good health and a 
bonus of over £3,000 in prize money 
after finishing second in the 2m3f 
Harry Dutfield Memorial Novices' 
Chase at Exeter on Friday. 

Local trainer Bob Buckler was ab¬ 
solutely delighted with his perform¬ 
ance and commented: "The injury 
often means the horse has to be put 
down, and even if it can be repaired 
the chances of making a full recovery 
and returning to racing are low. How¬ 
ever the owners felt he was worth sav¬ 
ing and after the insertion of nine 
screws and nearly two years out, their 
patience has been rewarded." 

Buckler, who is a very canny trainer 
chose his comeback race very care¬ 
fully. 

Despite never having hurdled in 
public, he decided to go for a chase 
over fences in a small field which in¬ 
cluded the highly rated newcomer 
Fingal Bay, a 1 -12 favourite. 

"Exeter is a nice track and was ideal 
for his first race, the ground was ex¬ 
actly what he wanted, and although 
he had never hurdled before, we felt 
he could cope with fences, and the 
field was small. 

"Whilst everything appeared fine at 
home, we were obviously extremely 
anxious to see if his leg stood up to 
the pressure of racing." 

In the race Fingal Bay repeatedly 
jumped wildly to the left, and Buck¬ 
ler's jockey Andrew Thornton had to 
be careful he didn't run across them a 
fence. 

Eventually Thornton was eventually 


able to take him to the front, but he 
ran a bit green. 

"He started to waver around a bit so 
Andrew had to bring him back." 

Fingal Bay eventually crashed 
through the wing of the third last 
fence, fortunately both horse and 
jockey uninjured, whereby Chartreux 
the other horse in the field then 
moved away to win the race with Ash¬ 
bourne Folly jumping neatly to take 
home some good second place 
money. 

Buckler added: "We learned a lot in 
an eventful race. He's come back 
sound and his leg stood up to the 
extra stress of racing, and he will 
come on a lot for the race." 

Baron Sutton however continues 
to confuse Buckler. Having pulled up 
at Wincanton last time out deciding 
he'd had enough, he had the excuse 
of the horse immediately in front of 
him refusing the last in the novices 
hurdle at Exeter, to which he immedi¬ 
ately concurred and stopped. 

"What's annoying is that he is fine at 
home and works quite well, and to be 
fair he behaved well on the course." 

He is expected to be given one last 


chance to redeem himself before a 
decision is made to continue in train¬ 
ing. 

That decision has been made on 
Quix who didn't look happy in the 
Claydon Horse Exercisers Handicap 
Chase at Folkestone and was finally 
pulled up. 

"He's a lovely horse but doesn't like 
racing and we will now have to find 
him another job. 

"Each year his first run gives you 
hope, but it goes downhill after that, 
and it is time to call it a day." 

Sulpius was due to go at Folkestone 
yesterday, whilst three-year-old Jolly 
Good Pepper will be given an intro¬ 
duction to racing in the bumper at 
Taunton tomorrow (Thursday). 

Double Dizzy is in line to make 
more comebacks than Frank Sinatra 
as he is entered for the Glenfarclas 
Cross Country Handicap Chase at 
Cheltenham on Saturday. 

Having decided to retire him, owner 
Martyn Forrester and Buckler first ran 
him at Auteuil in early November and 
then at Cheltenham two weeks later, 
and may go on Saturday depending 
on the conditions.

We all came from 
South Petherton, grew up together and knew each oth¬ 
ers game so very well.

/A As a defender I played against some talented for- 
Zr^Awards, Martyn Putland was a handful - elbows 
everywhere. Clive Gardener was such a big man but I 
loved the challenge, but the best forward in my opinion 
was Barry Bisgrove, he was so quick and well balanced. 


^^ What was your favourite away ground? 

/A My favourite away ground whilst playing for Mister- 
Lr\ ton and Merriott was South Petherton, it is such a big 
pitch and holds good memories. 


Q Do any games or incidents stick in your mem¬ 
ory? 

/A The semi-final Somerset Junior Cup against'Ship' 
Zr^Afrom Frome was memorable as the first game 


against them ended 1-1 at Misterton. In the replay we 
conceded a free-kick just outside the penalty box. Ship 
scored from the free-kick, as a result and all hell broke 
loose!
